




Hefiry George, 1839-1897, founder oj the mi^le tax movement, propounded many doctrines and philosophies 
unacceptable to the Amerkam of his day and later days. However, the sincerity, the zeal, and the inspiration 
which permeated his writings and speeches, moved many people to attempt to better the condition oj their fellowmen. 

Following are excerpts from a lecture entitled Moses, Progress ami Poverty/' which will illustrate what we 
mean by the above statement. 


. . , It is not the protection of properly, but the 
protection of humanity, that is the aim of the Mosaic 
code. Its sanctions arc not directed to securing the 
strong in heaping up wealth so much as to preventing 
the weak from being crowded to the wall. At every 
point it interposes its barriers to the selfish greed that, 
if left unchecked, will surely differentiate men into 
landlord and serf, capitalist and workman, millionaire 
and tramp, ruler and ruled. Its Sabbath day and 
Sabbath year secure, even to the lowliest, rest and 
leisure. With the blast of the jubilee trumpets the slave 
goes free, the debt that cannot be paid is canceled, and 
a re-division of the land secures again to the poorest 
his fair share in the bounty of the common Creator* 
The reaper must leave something for the gleaners; even 
the ox cannot be muzzled as he treadelh out the corn. 
Everywhere, in everything, the dominant idea is that 
of our homely phrase — 'Live and lei live!’ 

And the religion with which this civil policy is so 
closely intertwined exhibits kindred features — from the 
idea of the brotherhood of man springs the idea of the 
fatherhood of God . . . 


. . . \Vc progress and we progress; we girdle con- 
tinents with iron roads and knit cities together with 
the mesh of telegraph wires; each day brings some new 
invention; each year marks a fresh advance — the 
power of production increased, and the avenues of 
exchange cleared and broadened. Yet the complaint of 
‘hard limes’ is louder and louder, and everywhere are 
men harassed by care, and haunted by the fear of wanL 
With swift, steady strides and prodigious leaps, the 
power of human hands to satisfy human wants advances 
and advances, is multiplied and multiplied. Yet the 
struggle for mere existence is more and more intense, 
and human labor is becoming the cheapest of commodi* 
ties. Beside glutted warehouses human beings grow faint 
with hunger and shiver with cold; under the shadow 
of churches festers the vice that is born of want. 

Trace to its root the cause that is thus producing 
want in the midst of plenty, ignorance in the midst of 
intelligence* aristocracy in democracy, weakness in 
strength — that is giving to our civilization a one-sided 
and unstable development, and you will find it some- 
thing which this Hebrew statesman three thousand years 
ago perceived and guarded against * » . 99

5, Tlte Coimeil passed a Reso- 
lution, instnicting all lot-al 
union.s to demand a paid 
Medical Insurance Plan in 
all futnre iiegotiaTions with 
tlie Western Electric Com- 
]>iu ly, 

W'itii a note of solidarity Presi- 
dent DiUbaldi adjourned the 
meeting.

Surney Among the ^ "^Haves’’ 

Forfuite magazine made a survey recently whieh 
showeil t!iat among IJfJO top oflieers of the largest 
companies in oiir nation. 7G percent were supporting 
^Fr. Richard Xixon for President. The majority of 
ffie rest were supporting other Republican eamlidates. 
The highest vote for any Deinocratie presitlential 
hopeful was tw(» percent. 

A recent copy of the Denwcraiic Ihgcsf jioints out 
that the Piiiance rhainnan of the Republican Na* 
tional rommittee has already contacted a list of per- 
sons ^*in the chips'^ and inf(>rmed them, that $2^)00,- 
000 is necHled for the year’s budget and appealed: 
“We must turn to substantial men like yourself and 
we nuist hope we can find 2,000 such men who are 
willing tn contrilmte ^1,000 each.” 

The American Bankers Association is distributing 
tlirovigh its member banks thousands of copies of a 
booklet giving its views on politicai-econoiuic ques- 
tions. The pamjdilet is carefully worded but it slops 
just short of saying “Vote Kcpublicam” 

Jt is not surprising that the bankers aiid big bnsi- 
nessnum kIiohUI readily come to the aid of tlie Repub- 
Hcan party. 

The “haves’’ who loaned their money to others have 
more than thmblcd that money take in the years 1053- 
105th TJie 137 percent increase the niom\y lenders re- 
eeiviuh came chiefiy from the “have-nots” and the 
“ liave-littles, ” houiebiiyers ;ind those wlio have to buy 
on the instaliment plan. 

Total corporate pn>fUs after taxes and inereases in 
stock values have made the years of the present Gov- 
ernment Atlministratioii very profitable for more of 
the “haves,” the big businessmens 

While our whole economy lias coutiuued to grow in 
the pa.st seven j'ears. it is significant that by far the 
highest percentage of the growtli and prosperity fig- 
ure weut to the moneyed interests, wlule spendable 
income for the middle and lower income groups was 
recorded at a mmdi lower rate and farm income ac- 
tually thcreantd 2A percent. 

We call these facts to the attention of our readers 
with hut one purpose in mind. That i)iirpose is not 
to disiu'cdit the Repnhliean party — there are many 
fine legislators among them. Thest» deserve our sup- 
port. Out if we are going to look after our best 
interests, if wc are going to have to sit that working 
men and women and their families are going to get a 
fair share of the benefits this great country can give 
them, we are going to see that we elect per*sons to 
(’origress who will work for and fight for more equita- 
ble distribution of the profits our great ecouomie 
growth provides. 


We caniiot afford to F>e pas.sive or complacent about 
the issues of toilay. Organizeil labor, the champion 
of all working men and women, is taking a ter ri fie 
beating every day because of the passiige of the 
Laudriim-Griftin hill and things will probably get 
worse before they get better. 

We can start them on that road to “better” today 
by becoming alert politically. And once more we’re 
going to ask, beg if you will, for support for COPE 
mid the tremendous job that organiziition is attempt- 
ing to do. 

We're not asking 23)00 men for $1,000 each like

From time to time, licn'e on the editorial pages of 
your JonvmiL ^vc have been ]) leased to mention a few 
of the splendid undertakings Ijy local unions of our 
BrotherJiood wJdch must by their very nature be creat- 
ing a better image of organized labor iji the eye.s of 
the general public. News clippings received in the 
T, 0., notes in the lettcr-s to “Local Lines,” items 
printed in local union newsletters, indicate quite 
tdearly that a great many of our local unions realize 
the worth of “winning friends and influencing peo- 
ple” insofar a.s labor unions are eonceriied. 

Some typical items which our correspondem:o of 
last week tnrued up were these: 

iFembe^rs of the Brotherhood played an active part 
in organizing a group of building trades union mem- 
bers to rebuild the home of a nearly blind man and 
his wife who had lost theirs by fire. This activity re- 
ceivial excel lent publicity in the local press in the 
FI or ilia city in which it occurred. 

Another item told of a local union making its union 
fiatl available for administering of polio shots for the 
general public of the area, which project it had also 
joined wdth other area unions in financing. 

Letters received by our safety director in the last 
few weeks told of four lives saved in four different 
se?ctious of the country by the quick action of Elec- 
trical Workers in applying artificial respiration. All 
received excellent newspaper coverage. 

In a western city IBEW members put in free light- 
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iiiir for \ hi* giimrs of littir inrmWrs. 

In mi eastern t-ily mis IIUCW local sponsomi aiul 
tMpiippcd a Uoy Sctmt troop ami provitlcd its leader* 
All of these jKdivilicH arc nut only worthwhile, tla\v 
arc tmueiidoiis hoosterH of organized labor in the 
minds of citizens wlio Iimvc thrown aei-iistonied to tin* 
cuuinion praeli«M* of many newspapers (»f hrandinir 
union members as oj^res, only tmt to tlie nlitji|fhty 
dollar* by fair nseans or fonl. 

The type of aetivity deseribt'd hen* - perforimMl and 
bronj^ht ro tlie attention of flie fuddie l»y alert nntoti 
iuembers is invalnubh' to the lal>or mi>vement. Keep 
U[> llte LTood work!

L ocal unions, officers and staff 
membei-s of the IBEW are mak* 
in|j more and moi'e use of the services 
available from your Department of 
Research and Education. The num* 
her of refjuests for information and 
assistance receiver! by the Depart- 
ment is steadily increnstnir. For ex- 
ample, in the last six months we 
processed 25 per cent more requests 
than in the precedinj 7 six-month 
period. 

The Department welcomes the in- 
creased use of its services, since our 
main function is to provide what in- 
fonnation and assistance we can to 
IBEW officers and members. The 
number, sources and variety of re- 
quests received and answeretl ai'e 
shoum by a survey coverinE' the 12 
months from April, 1050 throug^h 
Ma*’ch, lUffih The sutwey covers only 
requests answ^ered by letter. It does 
not include those handled by tele- 
phone or in person. 

As might be expected, well over 
half (59 percent) of the requests w*ere 
for wage, contract and financial in- 


fo nn a tion for use in collective bar- 
gaining. Out of nearly 1,500 i e<|uests 
received, almost 850 were in this area. 
Another 100 j^cquests concerned 
health, welfare and pension plans. 

Subjects Covered 

Other subjects jnciudeil infomm- 
tion on the IBEW, education and 
training, oi-ganizing, labor law, in- 
dustrial engineering, job classifica- 
tion, safety, arbitration, etc. The 
accompanying chart gives a detailed 
bi-eakdown of the numla:r of mjuests 
in each categoi-y and shows at a 
glance some of the major services 
provided by the Research and Educa- 
tion Department. 

Almost GO percent of the ie<|uests 
come from IBEW local unions. In- 
ternational Officers and llepresenta- 
tives account for about 19 peicent. 
The rest are fi*orn other unions, stu- 
dents and others outside the IBEW. 

A breakdown of the requests by 
branches of the industry involved 
shows these percentages:

In addition to the regular wage 
survey an<l contract analysis w^ork 
which is done on a continuing basis, 
the Department also undei-takes 
spcfdal reseai-ch projects to meet a 
particular need. For example, in 
recent weeks the Department has 
made an analysis of severance pay 
clauses, a suiwey of office machine 
operators^ rates, a study of mainte- 
nance rates and working conditions 
ai alt major league ball parks, a 
fringe benefit survey of major utility, 
telephone and broadcasting contracts, 
and a study of insurance, pension anti 
medical care plans in the utility in- 
dnslry. Copies of .such sui-veys are 
sent to staff members and appropriate 
local unions. Oi-dinarily, material of 
this type is distributed only within 
the IBEW, We do, however, co- 
opci‘atc with other labor organizations 
in various research p injects. 

The campaign to **get business into 
politics/* which began to pick up 
steam immediately after the 1958 
rlections, has genei^ated much en- 
thusiasm among executives and much 
liebate Ixith inside and outside the 
Ijusiness world. Many people are 
questioning the new emphasis on cor- 
jioiation participation in precinct 
party politics. One political scientist 
suggests that the current husiness-in- 
poiitics movement “is based cm cer- 
tain assumptions that are more fiction 
than fact." 


.Michael D. Reagan, lecturer in poli- 
tical science at Williams University, 
analyzes the movement in an article, 
“The Seven Fallacies of Business in 
Politics/' appearing in the March- 
Aprii, 19G0 issue of Harvard Busmesfi 
He says that in the face of 
the growing effectiveness of organized 
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labor m a spokesman for the workers* 
many businessmen siH?m to have 
turned in desperation to jmrty poli- 
ties at the K’j'ass roots level. And he 
Kays, **A movement born in despera- 
tion and based on quest ionable as- 
sumptions is doomed to failure*"

St Louis Headquarters

Wo aro moving^ into our new home 
after J12 years of proirressive opera* 
tion in oiir old home. As well as my 
memory serves me it was tn 
when Lwal 1 aet|inr«?d the old home* 
steiol located at Hoyle and (tihson 
Avem^eJ^ in mid-timn St. Louis, This 
old build iiiff has had a very colorful 
can>er by startinjj out as a church 
built by the I'entacosls who lost the 
buildinif thnmgh the loss of memher- 
ship in that neighborhood- U was 
fater sold to tiie Kleetrical W^irkers 
Buibling f'lim mi I tee for a very 
ri'asonablf* price. It originally was of 
brick with wide church windows and 
a large (jT'na mental brick super struc- 
ture over the front entrance so lypteal 
of cliurch Imildings of Its day, 

1*be building was composed of a 
finishecl basement and h first floor. 
The first floor was ivccupled by ofljceH 
of laical 1 and the large meeting hall 
capable of packing In about fifKt per* 
SOILS, if we had that many members, 
I'ln-y came later with the advent of 
the **HA” membership and we soon 
found more room had l<i be provided, 
Oflices bad to he relocated in the base- 
ment level which was formerly occu- 
pied til's t by a union labor newspaper 
printing plant then a night club, both 
of which “went by the wayside,** 
Later (he bunding was conipletely re- 
mr^deli'df another (loor was added, the 
exterior cmiiphlely covered with 
*TVrma 8iom*** and the chutrh win- 
dows replaced with glass blocks. Many 
other unton,s moved into the building 
on a rental basis, and that’s the way 
she stands today soon to t (dally 
deserted as of this writing while the 
new home of leical 1 located far to 
the southwest of the old huiltUng 
taki«.s over in grand splendor.

day hy pouring water back and fmirth 
bt'lween Iw'o lakes. Known as tlu^ 
Tam Sauk project il will cost about 

Th(^ company plan,s to build two 
lakes, one at 75(J feet elevation on llie 
east fork of the Black river in Reyn- 
olds County ami the other at feet 
on a nearby mountaiTi. 

Water would spill down a course 
between the lakes and through a 
power generating station during the 
day, producitig power when r'leclHcal 
demand is high. At night the water 
would Is* pumped back into thf* upper 
lake using low cost power available 
during the later hours of darkness. 
The company said its co,st of gem^r- 
ating electricity varies and it would 
profit from trading low night time 
power for higher cost daytime elec- 
tricity. 

It is said the lakes would take tfte 
place of some new power generating 
plants and save the company 


The 1 10 frt't upper lake would hold 
enough water to proiluce 2,700.000 
kilowatt houi's of electricity. When il 
i-mplicfi it would produce enough eh*c- 
tricity to mi^et all the power needs (»f

time nf ihig writing I driver la still 
yncieriroini' u very hard winter which 
Is havingr an clfect upan oar employ- 
ment situation. For the first time in 
21 years this local union has a very 
Kertous iineinploymeni picture. This is 
due to several reasons. (>Tie» a lot of 
the Gavernment work that we have 
ht'en doing- is temporarily abut down. 
t)ther work that is in prospect for the 
ruture hasnT hog-un yet. Atuh in ad- 
dition, work that would he starting- 
norm ally has been hampered by the 
elTecls of the steel strike, 

This local more men vvorking 
outskle of Its juristliclinn at the 
presell L Lime thiin we ever have had 
in the past. We eertaiiily appreciate 
the reeeptitm that some of our travel- 
ing Itrnthers have received in other 
local unions ami wouhl like to extend 
the thunks of this office tr^ those locals 
for providing work for our people. 
This lo4“al certainly will cooperate in 
a like manner when we are able to do 
so. 

According to the statements coming 
out of Washington, the work picture 
should be improved cojiaiderably by 
early summer and^ in fact, according 
to some estimates not enough con- 
stiuctiou workcra will he available to 
perform the work. 

We eetialnly clo not eagerly antici- 
pale a situalimi when! enough men 
would not he available, because this 
leads to situatioUK that have worked 
to our detriment as we have found in 
the past. This fact notwithstanding, 
we hope that the w*ork picture will be 
such that all of our people are em- 
ployed ami that we can take care of 


the few travelers in aiUlition. 1 would 
certainly advise any Brothers reading 
this article to contact this liKnil union 
before making the trip to Denver in 
search of work. 

We reported in the n^cent past that 
this local was successful in obtaining 
an imp in our Denver City 

Flectncai License am! Inspection De- 
partment and also of the enactment 
of a State Licease Law. After a very 
short period of time we are \er>’ 
definito in our beliefs that these two 
laws are working for our henefit. 
More impoilant is the benefit to the 
community that is now proti'cted from 
the W(»rk of incompetent people and 
unqualified contractors in the electri* 
cal industry. 

It becomes more appaienl every 
day that our industry is moving ut mi 
ncctderated pace. We aiT doing many 
things today that we didn't liavo do 
1(1 years ago. New i^eatrietioiia, laws, 
compliance with the Pe<leral Govin'M- 
ment in submitting various and sundry 
forms is now necessary; and all of 
these things make it much mojv diffi- 
cult to operate as a local union than 
it did in the past. The basis for all 
of these restrictions imposecl upon 
labor organizatirms start in the Held 
of politics and legislation. It also be- 
cofnes more apparent that if we are to 
protect our iiitoresis we are going to 
have to engage in politics on a hH^al 
level more so than we have done in 
the past. 

I don’t think there is another group 
that could compare with the orgaiiiitii- 
tion that Is now existent in the labor 
movement in this eountiy. It seems to 
me pathetic that tve haven’t realized 
this and encoui-aged our pecqile to 
participate in politics on the precinct 
and district leveL In every coni- 
m unity across the land thousands, 


and yes literally Hundreds of thou- 
sands of labor people are present in 
communtties. Vei-y few of these par- 
ticipate in eoitirnunity politics. If 
only a few people were to become ac- 
tive in precinct politics, delegates 
could be chosen to county and state 
assembliMA, Candidates could In* 
elected who were favorable to the 
cause of organized labor. 

The piYiblem has never been, at 
least to a serious degT€^e, getting a 
sp<»dflc candidate ebn^tetl if we ju.*4l 
got out the vote. Our major prohlern 
has been getting the proper candidate 
on the ballot. This last can only be ac- 
complished through member partici- 
pulion In polilics at the precinct level. 
I know nf no office in the land, either 
in city, state or Fedci'al Governmeiit 
that could ncd Ik* filled if all labor 
was working in one direction. This 
very thing is done hi Australia. The 
labor party, which is a very ilemo- 
cratic party, is the dtjminate political 
party in AustmHa. Consequently, 
labf>r in Australia operates in n much 
more favorable political light than it 
does in this country. Any authority 
on the hibor situation in this country 
will tell you that things are goinR to 
get W'orse for labor before they get 
better. Wt* can rev^erse this trend if 
we become nw'are of the need and par- 
ticipate in the one area which will 
provide recourse for our troubles^ — 
politics on a precinct level.

And STK^aktng as one man and not 
for Local 240, I think that if the heads 
of the two greatest federal Ions of 
labor in the world (now merged) 
would sit down at the bargaining 
table 111 gf>od faith, that u solution 
would emerge that vvould suit every- 
body.

No 
riTord of attendunee wtia taken, but 
your scrilic’s estimate was at U^ast 
POP member,s present. The piofiosed 
plan wag rv 4 td and then each section 
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was disfjussetl in order, one at a time. 
The cost of the plan is to he 12 cents 
per hour from each Journeyman mem' 
her. The plan is as follows: One 

thousami doll a is life insurance; One 
thousand accidental tieath or dismcm- 
bemient, 1st day accident and 8th 
day sickness, 13 wec^ks sick pay of 
aO dollars per week, siir^ricul coveiai;rc 
to 35 d dollars; anaesthetic cove rage 
to 4d dollars. Medical coverage to 
include 1st call accident, 2nd call 
sickness; |o,0fl home, $4.00 office, 
$3,00 hospital. Ako it will include 10 
calls to a chimpractor, and one s|>e‘ 
cialist’s call per illness. X-ray and 
laboiatory per year — ^$25*00; Ambu- 
lance $30.00 per disability. This cov- 
erage also applies to dependents 
except the $a0.00 weekly sick pay. 

The pension section pays $2,tHl of 
monthly pension for each year at the 
trade while a niembei* of Local Union 
353, and having reached the age of 
fl5* A member with 20 years continu- 
ous membej’ship and at the ti'ade 
would at age tio qualify for $40,00 per 
month pension. Thirty years would 


entitle a member to ]*er month 

and so on. Members who leave the 
trade after three years in the iJen- 
sion idan can have a full refund of 
payments. The plan also [provides a 
five- year guarantee of payments 
clause. In addition — ^there are over 
30 members al present on the IBEW 
pension, and the plan proposes to pay 
a $a(),0() maximum monthly pension 
to these members — ,'?ul>ject to the 
union service clause. 

As was mentioned above, there were 
appi-oximately 1#00 members present 
at the opening of the meeting. When 
the Imlloting began at 2:110 p,m, — 4 
hours later, the number Imd dwindled 
somewhat, arul the total nimiber of 
l>allots cast was TOO and although the 
vote was in favor of the plan by only 
a small majority, it was definitely in 
fa von 

There still remains quite a bit of 
detailed work yet to be done to get 
the plan operating — such as choosing 
the insurance company for the health 
and welfare fiart. The pension sec- 
tion is to be a trusteed plan and a 


Hoard of Trustees to manage this is 
yet to be arrangi'd.

Describes Establishment 
Of Electronics Course 

t.. 1’. 434, MtUVAI KKi; WIS.— 

In rntrlsummer of Business Man- 

ager Hex Fransway, who is vice chair- 
man of the Wisconsin State Board of 
Vocational and Adult Kfhication, sug- 
gesti^d that I see Mi-. A* l>. Mathison 
who was then tin* general chairman 
of livening Schools at the Milwaukee 
Vocationnl ami A dull School, about, 
setting up a course in Electronics for 
members of Local Union HM. 

After a discussion with Mr. .Mathi- 
son, he iirrangcfl a meeting with the 
Director of the Vocational School, 
.several instjuctors and myself. We 
dtscussed various methods of setting 
up Eicclronies Cotn*scs^ the number 
of students that could be accomnio- 
liated in each class, the* problem of 
sufficient enrollment fmin the mem- 
bers to fill a complete class, and the 
importance of assuring the school that 
these iteople would remain in this and 
future courses until they could com- 
plete at least four classes over a 
period of two years. This was m^es- 
sary in order that sufllrient informa- 
tion in the electronics field could be 
given tii make attendiince worthwhile. 

Through our local union publication 
and at union iniHdings we publicized 
the availability of the first class 
which was scheduled to begin in Jan- 
uaiy, 1037. The class would meet two 
evenings a week, and we ref|uested 
those deetiidans who were interested 
to be eun? that they wrmld be willing 
to stay throughout the four semesters. 

Only 25 couh] be accoriiniodated in 
the first class and it was necessary 
therefore that only those with serinus 
intent be enrolliHl. 

We hail H3 applicants in this pio- 
neer group, 23 were able to start the 
first class and a few went into the 
**open registration’’ class. The Iml- 
ance walleil until January of T»8 when 
w^e .started a ni^w cla.ss for 4U4 Klec- 
tricians <mly. By inr>P, 12 men 
had received certificates and six went 
on to advanced class^'S in the Milwau- 
kee Institute of Ti‘chnolog>' for the 
purpose of receiving an Associate De- 
giXH’ as Electronics Technicinns. 

This your we introduced a further 
refinement in placement. In c(>opei'a- 
tioTi with Ihe instructors at the Voca- 
tion al School, 43 Eleeti iciuns were 
given placement tests to dc’lenniiie 
whether ihey had sufficient back- 
ground in mathematics to get the full 


value of their beginners electronics 
course. Many of our members ex- 
pressed great satis fact ion at the op- 
poitunity to take these simfde tests 
because they felt it was in their own 
best interest to take a mathematics 
review course before plunging Si*ri- 
ously into the technical field «»f elec- 
tronics. Those who hav'e sufficient 
mathematical hackgreuml were imme- 
diately enrolled in the Electronics 
Course starting in February, lOfiO, 
Those who have elected to take adrll- 
tional matheniulics first will be ready 
for their Electronics ctiurse in Feb- 
ruary of llifil. 

This wonderful opportunity has 
b«en made possible, of courses Ihmugh 
the cooperation of the staff at the 
Vocational Schofd as well as Liical 
41J4. We go into detail here in the 
hope that this will help nther locals 
by telling them precisely how to go 
about setting up classes foi' training 
our memhers in electronics so that 
the Electricians may continue their 
pi'ogress and not find themse|v4\“i out 
in the cold in our rapidly changing 
electrical fields.

Incorporated into Ship 
L. i . r.6‘1. SAN niKt;o, c vuf.— n«- 

tional Steel ami Shipbuilding Yard is 
a beehive of activity with contracts 
totaling over dU million dollans. 

The Cna.Ht Geodetic Survey Depai’t- 
ment has under construction a iilSO 
ton vessel incorporating the latest in 
ship design. Among the myi'iad of 
eii'c Ironic and electrical cHjuipmeni 
going a float'd are the latest aids in 
navigation such as Loran Shoran ami 
electronic position imlicalors. 

Tlie radio room contains three 
ti'ansn litters, five' leceivers, three 
ratlars, and associated equipment such 
as VF repeater. 8ince part of the 
function of this vessel is to plot the 
depth of the ocean floor the hull is 
spotted with eight transducers to feeil 
the information to five Echo Depth 
Sounders. 

The main i»ropu1sion is a steam 
turbine. It also fl rives 2- — 4U0 kw' gen- 
erators in the main engine iwni. .An 
emergency som ce of power is a I (JO 
kvv dii?s<d driven generator that auto- 
matically cuts in in the event of a 
main power failuie. It takes approxi- 
mately 20 miles of ai’mored cable to 
complete the electncal installation. 

The comfort of the 127 oflicers and 
crew'men abf»ard this ship has not 
been neglected. The decks are a new' 
fomi of terrazzo instead of the old 
steel plate. The overhead cabling ami 
plumbing is concealed by a ma.sonite*

Some of the unique features of this 
shi|) are elect ro magnetic door stops 
that can be ieleased remotely, closing 
all ft re pi'oof doms* Automatic fire 
alarm stations are also located 
through out the ship, 

The docking of this ship will be 
much simpler and maneuvci ability 
has been gieutly increased by an elec- 
trical ly f I riven 2Pl)dioisepovver out- 
boaicl type motor that piojects down 
through the hulU 

The kitchm is all elect jical and 
complete wiUi dishwashers and dis- 
posal, Hick hay is complete wdth 
X-ray etpiipment and dental lab, etc.

Dinner Honors Retiree 
With 34 Years Service

The name is I. C* Roper. He was 
horn — ^October Ifi, 1S94, employed by 
Union Electric — January 5, 1929 anrl 
relirerl — January 1, 1900* Thirty- 
four years spent In the service of 
Union Electric is quite some record, 
don’t you think? He started U9 a 
truck driver, repair driver, then went 
on to pole climbing, spent six months 
in a tiTiining crm\ and from Ibere 
went to ^'B’^ lineman in a line crew 
division <for approximately three 
years). For several years he worked 
olf and on with various line rrevr anrl 
repair ci'ew foremen, many of whom 
ai-c great fricndB of his today* Tbosi* 
still on the active list wish him great 
happinesB in his future hobbies.

At the last meeting of Local 1505, 
Business Manager Andrew A. Me- 
Cillnchey spoke of the increased need 
of ccimplelo unity of all the member- 
ship at lids time to combat the new 
attitude being taken by the company 
in its business relationship with the 
union. He mentioned several incidents 
which clearly illustrated to the mem- 
bers present this new position taken 
by management. Hemember, mem- 
bers, greater unity means a belter 
union. 

International Representative Fran- 
cis Moore warned of the slight but 
dangerous change in the minds of 
the general public towards the labor 
union movement. This change is a 
result of u carefully- planned cam- 
paign directed by the ** Madison Ave- 
nue Boys" which is bon^barding the 
public on all sides through the press, 
radio and television. He slated that 
the next decade would show an in- 
crease in the number of white-collar 


w*orkers and a decrease in blue-collar 
workers. Many of the younger mem- 
bers of unions are not aware of the 
great hardships encountered by the 
dedicated men and women of labor 
over the last 50 yeara in the organiz- 
ing and advancement of the trade 
union movenieni to its present status 
in our economy, Mr. Moore stressed 
that these benefits can only be con- 
tinued by active participation of eecrg 
union member. 

President John F, O'Malley* an- 
swering the statements of many 
spokesmen for big business in Massa- 
chusetts, spoke at length on the so- 
called claims of an unhealthy business 
cHmate in this state. Fm^s of labor 
claim that this so-called climate is a 
result of "irreEponsible labor leaders" 
on Beacon Hill* President O'Malley 
stated that it was ridiculous to charge 
any labor leaders as irrespon.sible for 
their efforts in obtaining greater 
workmen's compensation and unem- 
ployment Insurance benefita for their 
inembei'ship and thus improving their 
standards of living while suffering as 
a result of Industrial accident or lay- 
olf. 'Tf such action by labor lea do’s 
on Beacon Hill in behalf of their 
membership can be defined as “irre- 
sponsible*' he continued, then a new 
dofijiition of the word shoubl be adde<l 


to our dictionary.” Contradictory 
Btatemenls of these spokesmen, fre- 
quent tardy retractions, the pitting of 
one area or slate against the others 
the nation-wdde publicity given to 
their statements and the activities of 
representatives of big business on 
Beacon Hill do far more to create an 
unhealthy business climate in Massa- 
chusetts. In closing he stated that 
more const ractive criticism is needed 
instead of the constant de.structive 
criticism now being employed.
